Architects of the World Offered Prizes 
for Designs by the Carnegie 
Foundation. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PrRESS—P.M.) 
NW YORK, Sept. 1—About $15,000 
in prizes and the honor of being one of 
the five architects who plan the peace 
palace for use of the permanent court 
of arbitration at The Hague was today 
offered to the architects of All nations 
in a prospectus issued by the Carnegie 
Foundation. This invitation wes made 
to secure the ideas of many minds as 
to the most fitting edifice In which to 
house the tribunal which, it is hoped, 
will make war unnecessary. The five 
most successful architects will receive 
prizes, the largest of which is for 12,000 
guilders, a sum of money slightly less 
than $6000 
In addition to their open offer to the 
world, the directors of the Carnegie 
Foundation, which will become the 
owner of the five prize plans, has also 
sued a special invitation to certain 
eminent architects from each of the 
principal countries of the wortd, re- 
questing them to join them in the com- 
petition. The names of these men have 
not yet been made public. 
The palace contemplated in the an- 
houncement is divided into two parts, 
one a courthouse for the permanent 
court of arbitration, and the other a 
library, to contain about two hundred 
thousand volumes. The total cost is to 
be 1,600,000 guilders, which is about

OPINIONS ON PEACE. 
‘PRAISE FOR THE PRESIDENT. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED 

LONDON, Sept. 1—{By Atlantic Ca- 
le.] The result of the Portsmouth 
conference is discussed at great length 
by the London weekly publications, 
the consensus of opinion being that ex- 
pressed by the Outlook, which says: 

“In the matter of indemnity, Japan 
yielded to inexorable conditions; in 
the matter of Sakhalin, she allowed 
herself to be outgeneraled.” 

At the same time, the general opin- 
fon is that, in yielding half of Sakha- 
lin, Japan may fairly be credited with 
excejlent polit foresight, which will 
not be recognized at once by the mass 
of Japanese. 

Like the dally news the re- 
views, even those which seldom lose 
an opportunity to express anti-Amert- 
can or anti-Roosevelt opinions, give 
the President unstinted praise for his 
share in the negotiations, The Speaker, 
an organ of the Liberal party, says:

Lack of Franchise Causes a 
Unique Fight.

POMONA. Sept. i—The thrilling 
spectacie of a dignified city official toll- 
ing up and siiding down a telephone 
pole was afforded here this afternoon 
at the actual opening of the most 
unique “hello” fight ever developed in 
Southern California. 
City Attorney Robert G. Loucks is 
the man who did the mid-air act under 
a sweltering sun, and he “got there” 
eventually—though not to the top of the 
pole.

IS ALL READY. 


Rushing the Furniture Into 
the New Buildings. 


Finest Manual Training of 
All the Country. 


First View of the Complete 
Structure Presented. 


The most complete Polytechnic High 
School in America now stands to the 
credit of Los Angeles. 

The school consists of a handsome 
group of buildings, covering a ground 
space 220x440 feet, between Grand 
avenue and Flower street, running 
through from Washington to Twen- 
tieth.

It is surrounded by «a 
h and over two feet 
thick, which will be covered with 
growing plants and shrubs. All che 
ventilater shafis extend ten feet above 
the roof, and being huge rectangular 
affaires will offer some protection from 
both wind and sun. 

The heating and ventilating systems 
are of the highest type. The exhaust 
steam from the boilers. instead of 
being blown into the air, 
through pipes in the tunnel 
heat the alr for the interior. A ther- 
mostat will keep the temperature even 
at all times, this scientific apparatus 
shutti off the heat end turning on 
the cold air automatically, or the re- 
verse. The air will be 
throughout the entire building every 
seven minutes. 

A splendid gymnasium occupies the 
Arat floor of the Aesembly Hall, with 
dressing and bath-rocms on one side 
for the giris and on the opposite aide 
for the boys. These are reached from 
the floor of the gyennasium by circular 
fron stairways. 

LUNCH DEPARTMENT.

Not the crops 
alone, but the homes of Chinese non- 
combatants have been destroyed. 
Their hearthstones have been laid 
desolate, their food supplies have been 
seized, and their families have been 
driven from home or killed in the ruth- 


that in many cases the property seized 
was paid for, but much property was 
seized or destroyed for which the 
owners received no compensation. 
Mere monetary compensation, in fact, 
is but a poor return for the losses sus- 
tained by those inhabitants of Man- 
churia who were so unfortunate as io 
live within the hostile zone. 

o portion of Manchuria which has 
been desolated by war was, for the 
most part, the most fertile and the 
best-cultivated portion of the province. 
Many of the survivors within the war 
zone are destitute. For many families 
there can be no adequate compensa- 
tion, as Money cannot pay for the loss 
of life. It is obvious, therefore, that 
the Chinese government has a just 
basis for demanding reimbursement 
for the property losses which its citi- 
zens have sustained. The latter were 
in no sense parties to the conflict. 
They were not responsibie for the war. 
Its horrors and losses were forced up- 
on them. They had no power of re- 
sistance. Both of the invading armies 
preyed upon them, and turned their 
peaceful home-lands into fields of carn- 
age and destruction. It would be no 
more than just for the invaders, joint- 
ly, to repay the innocent victims of tha 
invasion for the losses they have sus- 
tained. 

It may be held that China should 
feel sufficiently rewarded by the 
restoration to her of Manchuria. Yet 
Manchuria of right belonged and still 
belongs to China. Its restoration was 
practically guaranteed to her by the 
agreement brought about by Secretary 
John Hay, wherein the inviolability of 
Chinese “administrative entity” was 
pledged by both belligerents, with the 
concurrence of the European powers.

OUR ISLANDS. 


PRESIDENT TO RECOMMEND AN 
ENLARGED BUREAU. 


Lack of Adequate Provision for 
Administration of Affairs of Uncle 
Sam's insular Possessions Under 
Present Conditione—Pian to Rem- 
edy Governmental Defect. 


(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 
WASHINGTON (D. Aug. 
has been learned that one of the in- 
teresting recommendations in the Pres- 
ident’s first message to Congress will be 
for the enlargement of the functions of 
the Insular Bureau of the War De- 
partment so as to bring the admini«- 
tration of the affairs of all the insular 
directly under that bureau. 
— at Honolulu several weeks 
Secretary Taft stated that this 
project was being considered, ani 
since then it is known that the Presi- 
dent has declared his purpose to include 
this idea among his rec d 
Under existing arrangements there is 
at times great derangement in the 
management of insular affairs. The 
Philippines are the only insular pos- 
sessions of the government that are 
regularity administered by a bureau of 
the executive departments. Porto 
Rico, Hawall. Guam, Samoa, and un- 
merous ttle isiands in the Pacific 
which are the property of the United 
States, have no established channels of 
communications with the government 
at Washington. Guam and that por- 
tion of the Samoan group that belong 
to this country are managed in a way 
by the Navy Department, the Hawallan 
group are on an equality with the re- 
maining continental Territories—Okla- 
homa, New Mexico, Arizona and Indian 
Territory—but Porto Rico is in the 
anomalous position of having no su- 
pervisory authority to look to in Wash- 
ington. Alaska stands alone in a class 
to iteelf, too, though its relations to 
the Interior Department are close. 
Questions frequently arise in all of the 
Insular possessions that are not imme- 
diately and wholly under the supervi- 
sion of one of the executive depart- 
ments causing friction in the depart- 
ments as well as embarrassing delays 
in the administration of the affairs of 
the islands. Then, again, the citizen- 
ship status of no two of our insular 
possessions is exactly on a par, and this 
leads to confusion im their adminis- 
tration from Washington. 

In the proposed grouping of them in- 
to one bureau for administrative pur- 
poses all of those matters will have to 
be taken into accoufit, so that the Pres- 
ident’s recommendation probably will 
provoke a lengthy and interesting dis- 
cussion in Congress, as it will doubt- 
less again raise the whole question as 
to the power of this government to ad- 
minister insular lons that are 
not vested with all the rights and priv- 
lleges of other American territory. 
Hawali at present has a delegate to 
Congress whose functions are exactly 
those of the delegates from Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, and Arizona. The Indian 
Territory, with a white population of 
intelligent. educated Americans several 
times larger than that of Hawali, has 
no delegate in Congress. Porto Rico 
has representation in the House of 
Representatives through a commission- 
er, who has the privileges of the floor 
of that body. but who, unlike the dele- 
gate from Hawali, cannot participate in 
the debates of the House. The Phillp- 
pines have no representative of any 
kind In Congress. Nor have our other 

jons in the Pacific. 

If the administration of our ar 

is brought under bu- 
reau, as eim be recommended by the 
President, Col. Clarence Edwards, an 
army officer who has had charge of the 
Insular Bureau of the War Department 
for several years, will probably be in- 
trusted with the important work of 
organizing the new bureau. Col. Ka- 
wards is now a member of the Taft 
party in the Far East, and is supposed 
to have accompanied the party largely 
for the purpose of more intimately ac- 
quainting himself with the character 
and needs of the millions of new sub- 
jects over whom he will rule. In che 
absence of Col. Edwards the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs has been placed under 
the care of Capt. Frank McIntyre, a 
member of the Army General Staff, who 
has been invested with the title of 8 
sistant chief of the bureau. Thus it 
appears that the War Department, at 
the President's direction, already has 
begun to make preparations to take 
over the administration of all the gov- 
ernment’s insular possessions, so that 
when Congress enacts the legislation 
demanded by the President the neces- 
sary machinery will be ready to begin 
the work.

EADLY FIGHT 
IN TIDE RIP. 


LONG BEACH BATHER CLOSE TO 
OTHER SHORE. 


Ventures Beyond Safe Depth and 
Members of Life-saving Crew Have 


Desperate Struggle in Getting Him 
Back to Land — Old Couple of 
Friends Celebrate Golden Wedding.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 1—Caught Ir 
a deaaly tide rip and carried struggling 
out beyond the line of breakers, which 
were running eight and ten feet high.

Capt. Julſus Foreman saw the victim 
struggling, and calling John Nelson, 
one of the crew, they hurried te the 
rescue, The surf was too heavy to 
launch the lifeboat, and Foreman and 
Nelson, with life preservers, forced 
their way through the breakers to the 
drowning man. 

They reached him just as he had 
thrown up his hands for the last time, 
and, as he said later, bid good-by to 
the world. The rescuers buoyed him up
